Wright and Robert Ains¬ 
worth, whose terms had ex¬ 
pired. 

2— HEARD a letter from 
Mrs. Estelle M. Drobeck se¬ 
verely critical of the police 
department. The letter com¬ 
plained of excessive noise 
from a motor scooter, “hot¬ 
rod” cars and barking dogs 
in her neighborhood. She 
charged the police depart¬ 
ment with “dereliction of 
duty” in not enforcing the 
traffic laws regarding the 
cars and scooter. The noise, 
she said, caused her loss of 
sleep, appetite and vigor and 
seven pounds in weight. Mrs. 
Drobeck, present at the meet¬ 
ing, said the noise had 
ceased in the past few days.
